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N.  C.  Court  Decision 
A  Significant  One 

In  a  recent  issue  we  published  an 
-  account  of  the  Supreme  Court  de¬ 
cision  oh  what  has  become  known 
as  “The  North  Rocky  Mount’’  de¬ 
cision. 

The  case  involved  a  church  at 
North  Rocky  Mount,  N.  C.,  which 

. ~icnragf'“  mg"ffgagr§Bip' 1  of  a  'pastoV  ‘ 

who  crept  in  unawares  voted  by  a 
majority  vote  to  withdraw  from 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention, 
tlte  North  Carolina  aptist  Conven¬ 
tion,  and  the  district-  association 
of  which  it  was  a  member. 

■  The  pastor  who  came  from,  a 
northern  state  led  the  people  to 
believe  that  he  was  whole-hearted¬ 
ly  for  the  Southern  Baptist  and 
State  Convention  program,  etc. 
The  evidence  was  that  within  three, 
months  after  getting  on  the  field 
,  he  began  to  accuse  state  leaders 
r  sod  institutions  and  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  leaders  and  institutions  of  be¬ 
ing  modernistic,  etc. 

The  church,  under  his  lashing 
and  threat  to  resign  unless  the 

. *~rh tlTTh  ToHow ed'‘KIsTcacT,“\;6 1 ••d  to 

withdraw.  They  also  proposed  to 
hold  and  use  the  property  in  a 
way  not  calculated  to  further 
Southern  Baptist  affairs. 

The  minority  sued  for  posses¬ 
sions  of  the  property,  claiming  that 
they  were  the  true  church  and 
that  they  planned  to  follow  the 
practices  ot  North  Carolina  and 
Southern  Baptists. 

The  judge  ruled  in  favor  of  the, 
claim  of  tne  minority  and  so  dtd~ 
the  Supreme  Court. 

Both  the  judge  and  the  Supreme 
Court  made  it  clear  that  the  ma¬ 
jority  had  a  right  to  believe  and 
practice  as  they  pleased.  The 
court’s  decision  was  on  the  proper¬ 
ty  value  at  $300,000,  which  they 
said  was  built  and  used  by  the 
church,  .which  was  known  as 
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Southern  Baptist  church,  and  the 
dissenters  could  not  take  it  (the 
property)  into  another  group. 

"The  Supreme  Court  recognized 
every  Baptist  church  as  a  “pure 
democracy.”  It  said  that  in  a  self- 
governing  church  “a  majority  of 
the  members  is  supreme  and  en¬ 
titled  to  control  its  church  property’ 
only  so  long  as  the  majority  remain 
true  to  the  fundamental  faith, 
usages,  customs,  and  practices  of 
this  particular  church  as  accepted 
by  both  factions  (to  a  dispute)  be¬ 
fore  the  diapvte  arose.” 

The  only  question  at  issue  was 
which  group  should  retain  owner¬ 
ship  and  control  of  the  church 
property.  The.  group  which  voted  to 
sever  the  historic  relationship  with 
the  local  association,  the  North 


-Carolina  Convention,  and  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convehtion, 
claimed  the  property.  The  trustees 
of  the  church  before  the  division 
brought  suit  to  regain  ownership 
and  control  of  the  church  property. 
The  claim  upon  which  the  suit  was 
based  was  that,  the  minority  who 
remained  true  to  their  historic  be¬ 
liefs,  usages,  and  alliances  with 
other  Baptist  bodies  was  the  true 
church  and  should  be  awarded  the 
cnurch  prop<  i  ^ 

This  decision  should  strengthen

Spanish  Issue  Hurts 
American  Prestige 

Our  readers  will  recall  a  recent 
article  in  which  it  was  said  that 
the  American  Government  was 
considering  signing  an  agreement 
with  the  Spanish  Government  giv¬ 
ing  the  Roman  Catholics  the  sole 
marriage  rights  in  cases  involving 
American  military  personnel  and 
Catholic  girls. 

As  we  look  further  into  the  mat¬ 
ter  it  seems  that  America’s  inter¬ 
national  leadership  will  be  jeopar¬ 
dized  by  such  an  agreement. 

Therd  is  such  a  thing  as  paying 
too  much  for  an  article  or  a  privi¬ 
lege.  This  is  one  of  them.  We  plan 
military  bases  to  defend  our  liberty 
and  then  surrender  part  of  those 
very  liberties. 

We  plan  to  spend  several  hun¬ 
dred  million  dollars  of  our  tax 
money  to  lease  military  bases.  In 
order  to  use  them  we  must  send 
our  boys  over  there  to  man  them. 
The  majority  of  these  boys  are 
Protestants.  But  the  Roman  Catho¬ 
lic  Church  steps  in  and  demands 
that  it  control  the  .marriage  laws _ 


of  OUR  citizens. 

Discussing  this  strange  abroga¬ 
tion  of  America’s  liberty,  Dr.  Stan¬ 
ley  I.  Stuber,  Chairman  of  the 
Baptist  Werld  Alliance’s  commis¬ 
sion  on  religious  liberty,  told  the 
POAU’s  Seventh  National  Confer¬ 
ence  on  Church  and  State: 

"We  claim,  as  a  government,  that 
military  bases  must  be  established 
in  Spain  to  savethe  world,  for  free¬ 
dom  and  democracy.  We  therefore 
spend  several  hundred  million  dol¬ 
lars  of  our  tax  money  to  lease  the 


bases.  But  in  order  to  utilize  them, 
to  get  *ny  value  out  of  them,  we 
must  put  American  citizens  there 
— the  majority  of  whom  happen  to 
be  Protestants.  At  this  point  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church  steps  in 
and  demands  that  it  control  the 
marriage  laws  of  our  citizens  in 
Spain.  We  lose,  in  the  end,  just 
what  we  are  supposed  to  be  de¬ 
fending. 

Certainly  such  a  surrender  of 
principle  by  the  United  States  in 
this  matter  or  any  other  of  like 
nature  makes  other  nations  wonder 
if  we  are  as  freedom-loving  as  we 
claim.  We  do  feel  that  a  surrender 
like  this  will  lower  our  prestige 
in  the  eyes  of  democratic  leaders  in 
India,  Japan,  and  other  potentially 
friendly  countries.
